The Proposal Guaranty shall be either in the form of cash, bid bond, certified check, bank 
treasurer's check, or bank cashier's check, made payable to the Massachusetts Highway 
Department in the amount of 5% of the value of the bid. 


Contractors intending to bid on any project must first obtain "Request for Proposal Forms" (for 
Determination of Contractor's Prequalification), from the Prequalification & Contracts Office, 
Room 6260 at the above address, which form must be completed and submitted to the 
Construction Contracts Engineer for approval. Upon approval, the official bidder shall be entitled 
to receive an officially numbered Compact Disc (CD) containing the plans and specifications, 
free of charge. Other interested parties may also receive an informational copy of the CD 
containing the plans and specifications, free of charge.
